Washin gton, Feb. 13.— The feder­ 
al tax reduction bill, th a t was de­ 
signed to return the nation to some­ 
th in g like a pre-war levy was passed 
by a haggard senate at l l o’clock 
last night, after 14 days of debate. 
C arrying reductions of $4 56,000,- 
000 from the 
present 
law, 
about 
$126,000,000 more tha n Secretary of 
tile Treasury Mellon th ought safe, 
th e measure now’ goes to conference. 
Committees rep resenting the sen­ 
ate and the house will meet behind 
closed doors Monday and attem p t to 
reconcile the changes made by the 
senate in the bill as passed by the 
house. 
It appears th at the senate will re ­ 
cede from many of its actions and 
prune the total of the bill so th at it 
will come nearer to the figure Mal- 
lon advised. 
The house provisions for an es­ 
ta te tax may be restored and Aile 
automobile and admission taxes may 
be put back to make the reduction 
smaller. 
’ 
The conference will conclude its 
work before the end of next week 
an d the bill w’ill be signed by Presi­ 
dent Coolidge so that the reduction 
will affect payments which must be 
made March 15. 
The action of the senate came at 
the end of 12 hours of debate, even 
the weary little group of opponents 
to the measure praying for th e end. 
The roll call on final adoption was 
59 to 9. 
The nine who opposed the rep u b ­ 
lican-democratic coalition, t h r o u g h ­ 
out the debate, included six western 
republicans, Frazier of North Dako­ 
ta, LaFollette of Wisconsin, McMas- 
ters of South 
Dakota, Norbeck of 
South Dakota, Norris of 
Nebraska 
and Nye of North Dakota; tw’o dem o­ 
crats, Reed of Missouri and Wheeler 
of Montana, and one farmer-laborite, 
Shipstead of Minnesota. 
Besides these, Senators Blesse of 
South Carolina, democrat; Johnson. 
California, 
republican; 
Brookhart, 
republican, Iow’a, and Howell, re p u b ­ 
lican, Nebraska, were paired against 
the measure to show th a t they would 
have voted against it had they been 
present.

$100,000,000 
too 
much, Smoot said, unequivocally as­ 
serting he would not be satisfied u n ­ 
til the reduction is cut by at least 
half ths amount. 
“The nation is entirely capable of 
paying a tax larger than is proposed 
by the senate b ill,” he added.

York police bulletin concerning the 
murder of Miss Gore. 
Confronted with this evidence O’­ 
Neill confessed. 
O’Neill said he had been travel­ 
ling about the middle west as Edgar 
Vance, after spending

facial operations so th a t he would 
not be recognized.

Alva Grinimett was hanged in the 
county jail at Jacksonville at 8 A. M. 
for the m urder of William Steele, 
Nortonville m erchant, whom he shot 
to death last September. 
Holmes and Woods 
were 
ta ken 
from the cells at 9:30. 
Both ste p­ 
ped out briskly. 
As they walked down the corridors 
on the death march cries of “ Good­ 
bye, J o e ” and “ Goodbye, J a c k ” were 
audible all over 
th e 
building 
as 
their fellow prisoners shouted. 
On the scaffold both men r e it e r a t­ 
ed their innocence. 
Last night Woods w lote 
into 
a 
small Testament tha t: 
“ I have given my heart to the 
Lord Jesus and if other boys would 
do the same He would keep them (jut 
of trouble.” 
A minister attended him. 
Holmes, th e more stoical of the 
two, did not take to religion until 
last nig ht, to any extent. 
He asked 
for a priest. 
Kneeling beside the priest in the 
death chamber, Holmes insisted u p ­ 
on sayin g the only prayer he knew : 
“ Now I lay me down to sleep,” he 
said, and continued with the prayer 
he had been ta ught at his m o th e r ’s 
knee. 
More than 300 
people 
watched 
the execution and a crowd of sever­ 
a l hundred gathered outside. Appli­ 
cations for more th an 2,000 tickets 
were received for the hanging.

D. Johnson in his address at the druggists convention in Minne­ 
apolis, bids fair to rank with the great expressions of other fa­ 
mous men. 
For instance Grover Cleveland, who however was no 
friend of Charley, made famous the remark concerning “innocu­ 
ous desuetude.’’ 
And Gertrude Atherton wrote of “Black Oxen.” 
The colonel hit the bootleg druggists squarely between the 
eyes when he termed them “tainted cattle.” 
Said Col. Johnson, 
in part: 
“The tainted cattle in our business have given the entire pro­ 
fession a bad name. An act on the part of Congress relieving us 
of the responsibility of distributing intoxicants would eliminate 
the bootleg druggist.” 
“There are druggists,” said the colonel in elucidation of the 
above, “who have set up supposedly respectable drug store busi­ 
nesses for no other purposes than to distribute intoxicating bever­ 
ages.” 
We have wondered where the colonel got his inspiration for 
the “tainted cattle” metaphor and eventually solved it. 
He was 
a speaker at the evening smoker of the Minnesota State Dairy­ 
men’s convention in Brainerd and heard so much said about cat­ 
tle, cows and bulls, scrub and mongrel and pure bred, healthy cat­ 
tle and diseased or tubercular cattle, that his mind just romped 
across the pastures and seized upon the startling metaphor.
